Commissioners, in Howard County holders of:

(3) A T7-day Class GC license may sell beer, wine and liquor from
[11] 6:30 a.m. to 2 a.m. the next day, Monday through Sunday, inclusive.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
July 1, 2012.
